E are in receipt of a communication from M. H. Hedges of 


Beloit, Wis. 
We are going to rob the Voice of the Pec- ' 


pie of this letter. It is a communication that will do credit to 
any editorial page. Mr. Hedges discusses with forceful under- 
standing a question which the people of this country must face. 
We need to rid ourselves of. hypocrisy and superficiality and 
camouflage in this country, if we are to approach the problems 
that are before us.. Here are Mr. Hedges' views on the subject:

history, to know tHat there is a Danger Mark in human affairs. 
That Danger Mark is revealed and shall be recognized, notmere- 
ly by any outward marks of political life, but by the miftH of a 
people. It is conceivable that a nation might have inefficient 
municipal governments, corrupt courts, a bought press, ninety 
percent of its-wealth concentrated in the hands of ten percent 
of the population, and still prosper and progress, provided that

As a liberal, and a partisan of America, I am convinced that 


America, seen against the starry background of her ideals, is 
fast approaching the Danger ftark. I am convinced that Amer- 
ica, considered as a nation, is dangerously near insincerity, erect- 
ing her government upon a silence which can have-no other

While affairs in the old world were 


j 
moving swiftly to jnomentous conclusions, the American voter 
went to the polls and expressed his will in respect to national and 
international problems. That election, to any liberal/must have 
seemed set as a stage upon which the two old parties like great 
marionettes, contended with» staves'; for popular supremacy. 
There were the usual reeUfire, cries of "mendacious," dextrous 
•blows, .endless sidesteppings, clouds of dust and sob-stuff, but 
ihere was no soul in the plot. As a matter of fact, while the 
marionettes were waging their windy struggle above, down un- 
der the stage in the bowels of the theatre, were two realities, 
who manipulated the wires which jiggled the dummies above, 
and 'who glared at each other in the dim light asr they poised 
themselves for a very real struggle. 
Why blink the fact? 


There was only one issue in reality underlying the election last 
November: the issue between capital and labor, the problem of 
industrial democracy. Capital and labor manipulated the strings 
which jiggled the windy marionettes.

On Thursday after the election I was talking to a represen- 


tative of a large corporation. He soon made me aware, that he 
and his class, and the manufacturing associations of the country 
were not blind to the real issue.in the election. He said in sub- 
stance: "At the beginning of the war, capital and labor sat 
down with President Wilson and the secretary of labor and de- 
clared a truce for the duration of the war. 
That truce has been

Immediately upon^assurance of republican victory, it was

In short, the election, in the midst of a world crisis, was In- 


sincere. That is not all. I can find no hint in the last message 
of the president that he was aware, or if being aware, attached 
any importance to the real issue. I do not argue that the party 
leaders or the president should renounce their neutrality upon j 
a question which has persistently kept out of open politics, but! 
they have no right to join the newspapers in a cqnspiracy^of si-j 
lence. I do not argiie either for capital or labor, but for sin- 
cerity. I argue that insincerity is dangerous to the life of the

May-I, therefore, make this petition? May some effort be 


rr.ade.to consolidate all men of all parties, who believe in frank- 
ness, into a party of education.. I am aware that liberals gen- 
erally hold fast to the creed of political independence, and I 
know that the bi-party tradition in American life is against the 
suggestion; still I believe that the time is ripe for it. I, for one, 
surrounded by the "rock ribs of a republican stronghold" would 
like to be able to declare my allegiance to democratic principles 
without ttting called a Bolshevik. I should appreciate the stim- 
ulus and direction of other minds. I should very much like to 
do what I could to spread the, doctrine of political sincerity with- 
out being counted a candidate for Judge Landis' too-ready dis- 
ciplinary court. I should like to declare my affiliation to a po-
